MR. MACDONALD STIRS UP 
THE DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE 

The new xtraightforward duarmament plan 
Mr. Ramsay MacDonald ha* prexented lo the 
’■ Geneva conferenee ought to command the serious 
attention of all nairas. The British Prime Mil- 
ixter explained a* he expounded hi* pfopoxal that 
he did not expect it to satisfy anybody, beeauM 
“whenever four or five people are gathered to¬ 
gether—to xay nothing of fifty or xixly—the man 
who thinks he it going lo get full tatixfaction is 
juxt a common, ordinary fool." Ac the same 
lime, there ix now something of a very definite 
character beforq the delegate*, and their reaction 
to it will reflect their sincerity in the main pur¬ 
pose of the gathering. 

The British scheme provides the following 
army effectives for the Continental European na¬ 
tions: Russia. 500,000: France, domestic. 200.- 
000; French Colonies. 200,000: Italy, domes¬ 
tic. 200,000; Italy, overseas, 50.000; Germany. 
200.000; Poland. 200.000: Spam. 170.000; 
Roumania. 150.000; Czechoslovakia and Jugo¬ 
slavia. 100.000 each; Belgium and Holland, 
75,000 each; Greece, Hungary and Portugal. 
60,000 each. Prime Minister MacDonald set 
no figure for the British army, which is now some¬ 
what under 1001)00 at home and abroad. The 
present French army strength is approximately 
700,000. Reduction is specified m all cases 
with the exception of Germany, permitted under 
the Treaty of Versailles an. army of 100,000. i 
whose strength would be doubled. Tm plan 
would also allow signatory nations to retain exist¬ 
ing land armaments up to six-inch guns, but the 
future calibre of land guns would be limited to 
foqr and one-half inches. This provision would 
apply to mobile guns; coast defence and fort guns 
would be limited lo sixteen inches, which is the 
present maximum for battleship pieces. Tanks 
would be limited lo sixteen tons. 

It will be remembered that at the koodoo 
Naval Conference, France and Italy faded to 
agree; Mr. MacDonald's plan would include these 
two countries. It also would extend the naval 
holiday on capital ships to all powers except Italy, 
which would be permitted to build one ship to bal¬ 
ance the new French cruteer Dunkirk. Germany 
would be freed legally from the naval re*notions 
imposed by tha Versailles Treaty, but actually 
her naval power would be fixed at tha present level 
until 1936. It also u proposed to abolish military 
and naval- aviation, providing a means can be 
found of safe-guarding the misuse of civil avia¬ 
tion. Other points in the scheme include a navel 
holiday on all capital ship construction unld 1935, 
the reduction of continental armies by one-third 
after' standardization, prohibition of air bombing 
and setting the number of airplanes possessed by 
France, Britain. Japan, Italy, Russia and th* 
United Stales at 500 apiece. The convention 
also stipulates that no military or naval aircraft 
shall exceed three tom unladen. Premier Mac¬ 
Donald then further explained that his plan had 
the five following characteristic*: 

a— 1. It file* tta duration at five roots. 

J. It call! for reduction of »nn*nsenu. not re- 
xrmxmtnt. 

I. it provides ’ for international control of 
armaments. 

4. It puts figures down for the first time. - 

6. It eete up bodies for furtber disarmament. 

Tha British Prime Minuter obviously is under 
no delusion ; in his appeal for a very careful study 
of his plan before considering alternatives he de¬ 
clared. looking straight at Premier Deladier of 
France, that some of you might find the risks 
* you are asked to bear too great.” And he fol¬ 
lowed .this up with'h direct plea to France » 
make conceaaions to save the conference, and to 
Germany not to wreck it by disarming. 

As already pointed out in these columns, one 
of the chief obstacles to really practical duarms- 
meht is France's very natural desire to protect 
herself against Germany, She knows what it is 
to be under the heel of the invader; she wants 
to run no risk of the dose being repeated. A 
substantial measure of mutual trust and goodwill 
had been created under the regime of Gustav 
Stresemann and Aristide Briand; it was thought 
the hatchet had, been buried never again lo be 
unearthed after the signing of the Locarno pacts 
in London more than seven years ago. In the mean¬ 
time the reparations wrangle and now the advent 
to complete power of the militantly anti-French 
forces under the domination of Adolf Hitler and 
.his Junker allies have revived all the old jealoiwki 
and mi*nut. The new international alignments 
m other parts of Continental Europe are largely 
an outcrop of recent developments in Germany, 
and coolness between Italy and France. 

As this Is written, continent*! press comment 
on Mr. MacDonald's proposal is not available. 
ITte London Tiro** calls it “a brave attempt to 
*ir (he conference into a bunt of decisive activ¬ 
ity; the conference had lo* its way and Mr. Mac¬ 
Donald has put it on the straight path to a definite 
goeL" The D*ily Telegraph regretfully observes 
dm. the gathering so far has never been able to 
agree on any single majorjssue; but it looks with, 
more hope on Mr. MacDonald's visit lo Rome to¬ 
morrow. .Dm Daily News-Chronicle wants quick 
action to prevent the outbreak of trouble on the 
continent which “is clearly threatening" and ob¬ 
serves that the conditions of the time unfortunately 
“afford every encouragement to the open or secret 
enemies of real disarmament." 

The News-Chronicle's implication plainly it 
that governments and statesmen m recent years 
have badly bungled nutters. Indeed, the policies 
they have pursued, beginning with an impossible 


peace and financial ckpuads which now have 
been virtually abandoned, have produced a situ¬ 
ation in Continental Europe which differs very 
little from that which preceded the great con¬ 
flagration in 1914. Th* cootmeotal mind is at 
present armed to the teeth, if the metaphor may be 
employed, yet mental disarmament is the essentia) 
forernnner of effectual material disaimament. 

The British scheme as propounded by Premier 
MacDonald, however, should lend itself lo agree¬ 
ment by the delegates to the conference. It will 
be a te* of their desire, or otherwise, lo do what 
the peoples of the world are demanding and ex¬ 
pecting they will do. It is to be hoped the meet¬ 
ing in Rome to-morrow will show that Great 
Britain, Italy, France and Germany do not in¬ 
tend to permit Europe to drift into another great 
conflict—and worse. Meanwhile. British Mate*- 
manship. through the man who opposed the la* 
war and suffered tinder the designation of the 
“worst-hated man in Britain," hat shown a way 


WHERE THE BUDCET 
NEEDS READJUSTMENT 
I ' —s- 

It it to be hoped for the sake of the reputa¬ 
tion of the province that the government will re- 
" consider tome of the financial provisions of the 
budget and mak^ certain very necessary read¬ 
justments. For example, it is impossible to recon¬ 
cile the withdrawal or reduction of grants hitherto 
made to institutions for the cure of the sick and 
suffering with the maintenance of numerous serv¬ 
ices not a fraction as important in the public in- 
lerest. Could there be anything more anomalous 
than cutting out tha vote of $5,000 for the So¬ 
larium. an efficient establishment for the cure of 
little children afflicted with deformities of various 
kinds, and appropriating $40,000 for the main¬ 
tenance of Doukhobor children? Surely govern¬ 
mental concern for the afflicted youth of the 
country should be precedent over the youth to 
whom nature has been kinder, who have health 
and vigor and are much bet tar able to fend for 
themselves than the youngsters who. through no 
fault of thoir owp. must be specially treated before 
they can evolve into healthy manhood and woman¬ 
hood. 

The Solarium has been exceptionally success- 
ful in its record of cum. Its little p a ti ents come 
from all parts of the province, including the far 
Peace River district. Its fate humanitarian work, 
like that of many other establishments devoted to 
the treatment, cur* or relief of our suffering citi¬ 
zenship of all ages, should be expanded, not re¬ 
stricted. Indeed, it is infinitely more important 
that these institutions should be maintained in 
their fulle* operating capacity than that we should 
have nine departmental heads and forty-eight mem¬ 
bers of our Legislature They are of much greater 
moment than many departmental services which 
co* the province large sums every year.

It slillJsas within the power of the League of 
Nationi to make it op possible for Japan to discover 
any “circumstances' under which she would feel 
justified m pursuing her invasion of China any 
further. And what will the League do beyond 
declaring that it will not recognize Japan's au¬ 
thority in any part of China?
